War Outlook 
In Europe. 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Ie Burope driftin 
toward another disastrous general’ war 
What are the national aspirations which 
are driving the peoples of Europe to a 
frantic expansion of armaments which 
will make their military. establishments 
far greater than those which caused 
the World War? What political align- 
ments now are being made for the com- 
ing ‘‘inevitable ~ struggle?’’ What ef- 
forts are being made to preserve peace? 
In an effort to answer these questions 
the United Press asked its chief cor- 
respondents in key points in Burope to 
prepare a series of dispatches, of which 
the following is the first.)

GENEVA, July 27.—(UP)—Fear 
of war broods over Europe these mid- 
summer days like an ominous hush 
heralding a violent storm. 

“You are lucky to be an American.” 
a young Austrian said last night while 
strolling on the green shores of Lake 
Geneva. “In a few years I and all 
my friends will be killed in war.” 

His statement reflected the thoughts 
and fears of millions of young Brit- 
ons, Frenchmen, Belgians, Poles, 
Slavs, Albanians, Russians, Ozechs, 
Italians and Germans. 

The hopes of the younger genera- 
tion, which so ardently desires peace, 
are being dimmed by the grim pros- 
pect of death on the battlefield. This 
represents a profound change in the 
psychology of Europe. 

War Conscious. 


Only two years ago, when the dis- 
armament conference was already in 
its death agony, mental peace still 
prevailed. Sixty nations were trying 
to reduce the world’s armaments to 
insure peace. Now, hope of peace is 
almost abandoned. BDvery nation % 
arming feverishly in preparation for 
the coming struggle. A definite war 
consciousness prevails everywhere. 

Two dictatorships, in Germany and 
Italy, whose leaders have openly glori- 
fied war, are playing the music to 
which Europe is dancing. 


The prestige of the two great west- | 
Britain and 


ern democracies, Great 
France, has fallen lower than at any 
time since 1918. Britain, success- 
fully defied by Italy, has been wooing 
Germany. France, haunted by Hitler, 
has been courting Italy. 

But the two dictatorships, spurning 
their democratic suits, have chosen to 
make a “marriage of convenience” and 
now are honeymooning in Austria. 

League Passing Away? 

Weakness on the part of Great 
Britain and France has brought a de- 
cline to the League of Nations; for 
the League worked well only when 
these two were able to give her strong 
support. Some observers are con- 
vinced the League is passing away 
with other vestiges of the post-war 
peace machinery. 

They point to the fact that after 
all wars the victors have formed blocs 
and alliances to safeguard their gains. 
These combinations have worked only 
so long as there was harmony among 
the victors.
